Child's Big Need 
Says Dr. Williams 


P.-T. A. Lecturer Speaks 


on Problem of Bring- 


ing Up Boy 


REVERENCE IS VITAL 


A n d Y o u t h M u s t B e 


Taught to See Each 


Job Through 


Dr. J. M. Williams- spoke Tuesday 


night at First Methodist church, con- 
tinuing his series of lectures under 
the auspices of the P;irent-Te;>c))er 
associations of the city. Having .spok- 
en Monday night on "High Points in 
the Life of a Girl," his address Tues- 
day was, "How a Buy May Best 
Arrive," 


Among the mo.';t striking remarks of 


Dr. Williams were: 


"The future of a boy depends some- 


what on the physical inheriUir.ee he 
receives. And every child is entitled 
to come into the world wifh a sound 
body. 


"The first six years of a child's life 


are said to be most important in the 
forming of character. These are the 
years of a mother's opportunity. Here 
the character 
and 
altitude of the 


mother arc making an impression on 
that young life that will last for- 
ever. 


"In the 'teen age' a boy is fortunate 


indeed who has the example as well 
as the teaching of a good and noble 
!father. And r fn'hrr who cultivates 


H<ie opporiuriity"to be with his boy is 
a wise mnn. He needs and ought to 
have your understanding." 


In speaking of the elements of char- 


acter that ought to be cultivated in 
the life of a boy he mentioned rev- 
erence. Pointing out that his char- 
acter would be largely based on what 
he had been taught to revere, he sug- 
gested that very early in life the 
child should be taught to be rever- 
ent. Speaking of the old days he re- 
called how his father taught hi.s chil- 
dren to work. 
They were on the 


farm and made hoe and plow hands. 
There they learned what labor means. 
But there was a rule ru that work: 
His father insisted that every one 
plow out clean to the end of the row, 
hoe the last stalk as carefully as any 
other—and they learned to "sec it 
through," to complete the job. 
Not 


much can be clone with a man or 
woman if they do not learn the su- 
preme value of honesty. And the fin- 
est native endowments may go to 
waste if the boy's training destroys 
his courage and his faith in himself. 


Then he closed the service with a

for which he was sentenced to prison 
in Louisiana, only to escape and later 
suffer conviction and imprisonment in 
Texas while both Arkansas and Louis- 
iana sought him. 


Frazier was originally sentenced in 


Arkansas for the murder of a small- 
town officer, although he had pre- 
viously earned a police reputation in 
Texas, his native state. 


At the Arkansas penitentiary Fraz- 


ier appeared to undergo a change of 
character, and worked for several 
years in the cotton fields of the pris- 
on farm, earning a reduction of sent- 
ence by his good behavior. He was 
furloughed on several occasions, and 
each time returned. 


But Sam Payne, another life con- 


vict, was given an indefinite furlough, 
amounting to complete liberty, while 
Frazier's sentence was only reduced 
—and Frazier sulked. 


Given 10 days' liberty at Christmas- 


time, 1932, he broke his pledge and 
failed to return.

Problem of Child Behavior Goes Back 


to Instincts—Conduct Has 


Mental Origin 


What good and bad behavior is 


and what we think it is is the 
subject of today's article by Olive 
Roberts Barton. It ls*'nnothcr in- 
stallment in her series on modern 
Child Training. 


In last week's article were explained 


the general meaning of big names 
with which the air is vibrating otday. 
with which the air is vibrating today. 
:hem. At the Dest they are psycho- 
ogical and of no great practical use 
n everyday training. The object was 
.o show the parent that there is more 
.o the mind than merely something to 
think with, and to explain certain 
.vords of reference. 


Now we come to "behavior." 
It does not mean being "good" or 


'bad" according to our old way of 
hinking. It must be regarded in a 
Broader light. 


The good boy of old was quiet po- 
ite. did everything he was told, stud- 
ed, got high marks, washed his ears 
and so on. The bad one was his pre- 
cise opposite. 


"Good" vs. '-Bad Boys" 


If the good boy was just biding his 


time to show ail the pent-up mean- 
ness, that didn't matter either. We 
years, we didn't worry. The future 
could take care of itself. If his re- 
pression took the form of unhappi- 
ness. htat didn't matter either. 
We 


couldn't "see" that he was unhappy 
and we were only concerned with out- 
ward appearance. 


The "bad" boy, or the freer spirit 


that couldn't and wouldn't be downed 
by our domination was the one that 
worried us. We worried about his 
future 
with 
a vengeande. And in 


many rases it was justified. But the 
truth is that if we had recognied his 
behavior as natural behavior in child- 
hood and had tried to direct it rather 
than curb it and thwart it, and had 
use his energy an spirit as agents for 
his own good rather than devils to be 
conquered, we would have saved our- 
selves trouble. Many of today's in- 
corrifiibles would be honest and very 
valuable citizens. 


It is the "bad" boy that these six 


artices will deal with largely. 


A few words of explanation are first 


necessary. 


In every human being there are two 


fundamental instincts that lie deeply 
behind all behavior. This fact has 
been agreed upon by neraly all spec- 
ialists in menta hygiene today. They 
are, namey, the "ego" or self instinct, 
the first law of nature, and the "sex" 
or continuation instinct, the second 
law of nature. 


Iiii'tiucts Govern Behavior 


It would be interesting if there were 


time to show how actions that seem 
as far removed as the poles from any 
assocaition with these two instincts 
are traceable to them. 


Now again we can put these things 


pretty well out of mind. The object 
in mentioning them is to show that 
behavior has "reason." It can ex- 
plain so much of what, a child does 
and perhaps it gives it clearer insight 
to all human emotions. Both self and 
the continuation instinct are as in- 
alienable from behavior as the heart 
and lungs ;ire from the body. 


"Behavior" or "conduct" is the out- 


ward demonstration of the mind by 
which it gels its experience. The mind
